Ross traveled from one end of the 
country to the other in an effort to 
locate some clue and many newspa­ 
pers in the United States spent hu 1- 
dreds of dollars In trying to disco/er 
the whereabouts of the youngster cr 
his cantors. 
In December, 1874, two burglars 
Douglas 'and Mosher by name—wr re 
shot and killed while trying to rob a 
house at Fort Hamilton. L. I. 
Douglas when dying gasped out: 
Mosher and 1 stole Charley Rosa — 
Mosher knows all about the boy — 
ask him.” Then he died. 
Mr. Ross up to th t tim e of his own 
death In 1897 refused to give up hope 
of finding the boy, but clue after 
clue was followed up and with the 
expenses of the search the Ross for­ 
tune was reduced to almost nothing. 
Ross was haunted by the thought that 
his son might have been brought up 
a crim inal and might be In jail suf­ 
fering the penalties of his captor's 
train tng. 
The general opinion, however, was 
that Charley had died of homesick­ 
ness while negotiations for his re­ 
turn were in progress and that this 
accounted for his abductors not de­ 
manding further ransom. 
In the sum m er of 1874, 
Gilbert 
Mosher, the brother of one of the bur­ 
glars who claimed to have kidnapped 
the boy, called upon the New York 
police and is said to have proved that 
the dying burglar’s confession was 
correct. 
According to his story, a gang nf 
which the Moshers and Douglas had 
been the leading spirits had kept ibe 
boy In a deserted house in Brook»yn, 
N. Y. 
W hether the boy died or was 
m urdered has never become <nowu, 
but it seems an established fa it th rt 
the gang walled up his body in 0 3 c Id 
closet.

“Women of t!»e United Staten want 
to be enfranchised NOW," says the Na­ 
tional American Woman Suffrage asso­ 
ciation. 
“Other countries at war are 
giving women the ballot aa a meas­ 
ure of justice in wartime.

Five Canadian provinces and Great 
Britain and

war opposing votes for women. Their 
statesmen now acknowledge that war 
Itself demands the enfranchisement of 
women.

The premier of Great Britain. Lloyd 
George, has frankly stated that “the 
woman question has become very large­ 
ly a war measure.”

At thlk season of the year a large 
nnmber of farm ers figure that there 
is nothing for them to do until gath- 
orlpe time this fall. 
Farming is a 
bnslncs*. and should be conducted on 
a business basis. 
Any farm er knows 
that if barnyard manure is left un­ 
protected in the lot during the win 
fer that it will contain very little 
plant food when spring comes. 
The 
locked up plant food in the manure 
is gradually brought available dur 
ing the winter and is carried away by 
the rain. 
Therefore it is not good 
business to let this valuable ferti­ 
lize** in farm m anure get away during 
the winter. 
Fertilizers are too high 
to replace the m anure that could be 
bad at home. 
This same leaching 
process goo* on with our soils in the 
field if not protected during the win 
ter. 
The^plant food in the soil Is 
gradually bdlng brought available dur 
ing the winter and is carried away by 
the heavy rains, gradually increasing 
your fertilizer bit! fog next spring. 
But it is impossible for us to b^ild 
shelter over our entire farms to 
protect our soils from leaching, yet 
It is possible for us to place a grow­ 
ing crop there to use that food as it 
I» being brought availabte, and hold 
it there until next spring. Rye, oats, 
wheat, rape and vetch all make good 
winter cover crops and all are good 
for grain, grazing or hap crop in the 
spring. If turned under in the spring 
they do not only give back to the soil 
the plant food that would have been 
lost by leaching, but will add humus 
(organYc m atter) to your soils. 
Sow rye any time in August 
or 
September in the corn or cotton mid 
dies, using a srratcher or scrape to 
Plow it in. 
Rye swd at $2 to $2.50 
por bushel is not high if we have to 
do without it and buy fertilizers in 
the spring. Sow rye a r t h e rate of 
one bushel per acre. 
Buy all your 
fall seeds* now, 
They can be bought 
for about one-third less now than a 
little later in the season. Sow enough 
crimson and 
clover to make *au 
a supply of seed for next year. 
Just 
because the extreme dry, and cold 
weather got all the crimson clover 
last year is no excuse for not plant­ 
ing a small acreage this fall. 
This 
crop should be sown the last of Aug­ 
ust or the first of September at the 
rate of 15 to 20 pounds per acre. 
Should M Vé'a good süTTow seed bed 
and covered very shallow, 
if not al­ 
ready the land should be inoculated. 
Show me a green farm during the 
winter and I will show you a pros­ 
perous farmer.
